Tbe false coin was no 
argument why *ve should reject the genuine, 
but only ahowed its importance by' leading to 
counterfeits. The evils arising from I inteinp*: 
ranee presents themselves on every hand,— 
and has riot uofrequehtly destroyed Sorrie of the 
brightest ornaments of the Church.'' "IJda trai 
a plain, tangible fact, and abundance of proof 
could ; readily be furnished.
